THE MODEliN NOVKL. 


In his lecture on Fiction, "Old and Sew" 


at tho Hawthorne Itooms, Mr. Jatucs T. 
Fields severely criticised tho modern style 
of novel writing. Ho caid that numerous 
novels written in our day were only fit to 
be avoided. Tliero wore live hundred Amer- 
ican novels written every year, with ttrou- 
ty.fivo characters on tlto "average, or 12,."00 
altogether, nnd of all theso characters per- 
haps only five hundred of them \vero worthy 
of Iho acquaintance of the readers. 
Ho 


thought it would bo an excellent idea if in 
our public libraries luere wero appointed 
"indicators,"officials to givo the joung 
applicants for literature some idea what lo 
rcoil. The tempest was elow, the arrow 
uncertain, compared to Iho effect o( a bad 
book or an undisciplined mind. Tho Pome- 
roy boy, who murdered Ihveo children, ,told 
tho lecturer that he hud read nothing but 
dime novels, and preferred "Buffalo Bill" 
to all tho rest, because it mr.de him wish 
to do just as the characters did. Ho warned 
hisnudienco against weak literature as well 
as bad literature. Even many of tno Sun- 
day school books now in uso were atrocious. 
Ho guvo somo ludicrous examples of tho 
absurdity of this class. Tha worst kind of 
French novels gained nn alarming circula- 
tion In this country.

dissatisfied,

lighter, finish in the centre either with tho 
palNt oil ?e or with i, contrasting feathery 
streak of Kara. Floss and plume aro also 
made for a foundation to crope lisse trim- 
mings, which aro sewed on fichus, tuckers 
•aIe«Y«s, berthas, elo. 


New ribbons are more varied than last sea- 


ion; but particularly so in point of width. 
The general feature may be summed up 
under the classification of broolii-'s on geua- 
dine, brochfo on natin with fringe edgings, 
and as reTersible aatins, failles, etc. 
Each 


article to be ornamented in the sense of this 
season's fashion has a separate width. Thus, 
bnnchea of knots and loops for bonnets, 
called "dots," ara to bo of the narrow kind 
known in England and elsewhere as Nos. 2, 
3,4,6. These are the widths for rosettes 
in the Pompadour style ; they are edged 
with fringe.

Tho ribbon colors are— smoke, in five 


shadea ; begonia, in four shades ; a rosy-osh 
color ; Yicloria.n grny pearl and silver gray 
Watteau aro all the patal shades of pink, 
green, blue and mauro ; Conslantinoplo is 
a Byzantine gilt, with leather hue oa it, not 
nhlike bosine j Panama is burnt straw ; Poi- 
rier da Japon is a beautiful coral ; Kara is a 
vormillion ; Gene is a shade of broom in 
blossom ; geranium, jonquil, eerpolet, aro 
tho exact shades of the flowers designated. 
In the ribbon department nro waistbands to 
in»tch all the new tissue_n called prints. 


A variety of new fashions are noticed in 


the floral department. Ono of the most 
striking is the Davad garland, a wreath to 
b« worn like a hoop, somewhat aslant, over 
ball dresses. Tho new natural flower bou- 
quet is maJe in the ahopo of a round globe 
and is called boncjuel-boule. It is not con- 
sidered good taste to wear rare flowers in the 
street, the most available being preferred, 
such at wall flowera, cowslipa, violets, but 
exotica arid hot-house ferns ara for evening 
decoration.

Is clear, and cot too much o5 it; open wide 
all the drafts, to carry off all the smote that 
is raadedtiringthe process of broiling ; then 
tee that the gridiron is smooth and quite 
clean ; rab it well with whiting or chalk • 
lajoajpur steak. Do not pound it. nor, 
•fter It la on the fire , stick a fork imo il. or 
the juice will escape. Neither salt nor EMI- 
pa 11; do that on tho dish. Throw a little 
nit on the fire, end pnt over the steak ; 
pU«e the gridiron close on the range for the 
first few minutes, to carbonize the surface 
then trim it OTCI quickly to carbonize the' 
other «id». Now It should be exposed to n
